ameter of an ordinary field heliograph) ii 
capable of reflecting the aun'e rays in the 
form of a bright spot or fl.ire to a dis- 
tance of fifty miles, the signal at this in 
terv.il being"recognizable without the aid 
of a glass. This is to gay, two trained 
sappers each provided with a mirror, can 
readily speak to one another, supposing 
the mm is shining, with an interval of 
fifty miles between them, provided their 
stations are sufficiently high and no n* 
inggroiind intervenes to stop the rays. 
The adjustment of the military helio- 
graph is a very simple matter.
